A. fadture, I come to Enquite what A- 
mends our Trade can make us for afl the Incon- 
veniences we fhall fuffer on this Head, and I 
think the utmoft the Advocates of this Article 
ever yet pretended to,-is concluded in this one, 


- the Encreafe: of Confimption, that we fha

‘Now ’tis true, and I'll readily grane, that 
Cheapnefs caufes Confumption’; tyifhow will 


_ this make us amends for finking thé Value of 


our Lands in the Labour of our Poor? 

Tconfefs, I do not forefee the Pofhibility of 
it; for to whom (hall the Gain of it redound ? 

Fo the Poor it can be no benefit, for nothing 
can do them any Service, but what raifes the 
Price of their Labour, or tinks ‘the, Price of 
Provifions, and either of them would bring 
back the Matter to what it was before. 

All that can be faid is, It wonld Epecreafe the 
Genera! Stock of the Nation in Trade: This is 
replyed to then, That this Method would En- 
rich the Merchant by Impoverifhing the Gen- 
try, andthe Labouring Man ; fo that it would 
ftill'be ruining both Ends, to keep the Middle 
whole. 

‘Buelet us Examine a little, how they are 
‘ure this falling in Price would anfwer this one 
End they precend to; there was an Act of Par- 


liament, or two, in King William’s Reigo, which 
in favour to the Woollen. Manufaéture, gave 
two gteat Aids to it in England, one of which, 
leflen’d the Price at Market, and. the other 
prevented aGrowing Rival; and. I would fain. | 
have our Advocates for the Trade, givea good 
Account of the Advantages the General Trade- 
has made of thefe two Privileges, before they 
Enter their Claim to more. 

1. The taking ‘off a Duty of § per Cent. 
paid upon the Exportation of all Woollen Ma- 
nufaétures 

2. The prohibiting the Inhabitants of Jreland 
from Exporting any of their Woollen Manufa- 
ures. 

The firft of thefe Enabl’d the Merchant im- 
mediately to come to Market 5 J. per Cent. 
Cheaper than he did before ; and I would be 
glad any Man of Dealing, either in the Dutch, 
Hambrough, or Turkey Trade, would tell me, 
Whether they have ever fold one Piece of 
Cloth the more for it at Aambrough or Scan- 
daroon? 

If they fhall fay, That was not enough, 5 
would Enquire then, Whether that 5 J. per Cent. 
was bona fide abated Abroad on their Sales, or 
no? Or, Whether it was not buried in the 
Profit of the Merchant? If the firft, it muft 
in a Proportion Encreafe the Trade, by bring- 
ing our Price nearer . the Encroaching a sec 

pur; 


bour, or Cheapue/s will not in s0ie Cafe caufe 
Confumption ; and if fo, than Low’ring our 
Prices would not anfwer the End 3 but if it was 
only -5 J. per.Cent. added to the Profit of the 
Merchant, then was the End of that A& De- 
feated by the Exporter, and the:Nation very 
little bebolden to them. ‘ = 

And thus *tis very likely. it would be, were 
Kapila Abatements grafited, ‘they campre- 
tend to. 

It may remain to bring this toa. Condlufion, 
to Enquire how much can the Dutch out do ts 
in Turkey or Germany, in our Woollen Manufa- 
Gures ? And fuppofe it fhould be anfwer’d, 
15 per Cent. which isa great deal more than I 


hope ‘is true. 
Forhis t reply then, by making, 2 Demand, 
That if an Aé of Parliament fhould pafs,that in. 


ftead of che.Duty.of .5.J.per Cens._paid former. 
ly on the Export of our Woollen Manufactures, 
10 per Cent. Bounty-Money fhould be paid to 
the- Exporter of all our Englifh Broad-Cloth 
fhip’d to Hambrough and Turkey,how much more 
jn‘ Value would the Merchants Engage to Ex- 
port'to thofe Places ? —— 
 -Tonfefs, there is more in this Propofal, than 
{have room to: Infert in thefe Papers ;- arid the 
Ill ufe made of Bounty-Money in our Corn- 
"Trade to:Hoband, is a great Objection againft 
Bounty-Mozey in General ; the Dutch frequent- 
ly laying up great Quantities of our Corn, Fx- 
ported bin hence Wheri Cheap, and for which 
Mey bard seteiv’d the Bounty on Exportation, 
‘Which'on ‘doy Tuddain ‘Rife of the Price they 
Import again. upon us, and receive a fecond 
Profit ‘from our own Improvidence and Neg- 


lett.

hard we fhould attempt to Lower the Wages 
of the Poor, with all the fatal Confequencs of 
it, to remedy an Evil which is grounded fome- 
where elfe; and which; at laft; -will not admit. 
of Remedy by that Coftly Method. : 

Laftly, The Milchief- will-be‘healed, ata 
Cheaper Rate to this’ Nation, ‘than the fatal 
way of reducing the Wages of 
the Bounty given for the Encouraging our Mae 
nufaétures, may eafily be rais’d upon fome o- 
ther part of our Trade, which may much bet- 
ter bear it, and which would $e'far ten being 
a Grievance, at leaft, not equa tothis. 

Thus the Cure may be wrought without Poi- 
ret ; the 7 which is the Patient, will 
uffer no Coavulfions, nor run an 
Death in the Operation. LoS
